One of the ways to give fast fire 
service In Bristol borough Is to 
fool” an electronic "brain" and 
Bristol firemen do Just that any­ 
time it’s necessary. 
They keep the "brain" on hand 
; ust for fire-fighting purposes, and 
they keep it locked up In the little 
window-less prlson-llke red brick 
bundling In the back yard of the 
Municipal building. 
This building houses the "elec­ 
tronic brain" of the boroughs’ fire 
alarm system. Here is the mechan­ 
ism that blows the fire whistle 
when a street-corner call box is 
pulled." 
The 
borough 
Is 
what Is known as 
fire protection system, and the 
central part of the system Is hous­ 
ed In the little brick building. 
On entering the building, to the 
left Is a wall-rack of storage bat­ 
teries which keeps the system In 
operation during electrical power 
failures. Along the far wall Is the 
m aster control panel that deter­ 
mines what alarm box is "pulled" 
and decides which call number to 
blow on the tire horn atop the 
municipal building. 
But suppose, you say, that notice 
of the fire Is telephoned In to the 
pollee or fire departments — then 


how does the "bruin" get its orders 
to go to work. 
One way could be for a fireman 
to rush out to the fire, find the 
nearest call box and "pull” it. Then 
the "brain” would know. Rut by 
then your house might be burned 
to the ground. Firemen don't think 
that's a happy situation, 
So there was installed a system 
to fool the electronic "brain". 
In the police departm ent of the 
municipal building where an offic­ 
er is on duty 24 hours each day, 
hangs a rectangular case near the 
officer’s desk. This case is connect­ 
ed with the fire alarm system. Then 
numbered wheels, about the size 
protected 
hy of a persons palm, each different,

one of the street alarm boxes la still too early to tell if Levittown-

interest in Rolling Mill 
In This Area Growing 


Fairies* Blooming Mill Ha* 
Twin Drive Totalling 
12,000 Horsepower 


With the location of the U. 8, 
Blea! plant In Falls Township the 
operation of a rolling mill haw be­ 
soms of Interest. 
Primary rolling mills are design­ 
ed to produce from steel ingots the 
rough-approximations of finished 
yroductt. These rough-rolled prod-1 
nets are known as seml-flnlshed I 
products and consist of blooms, 
billets and slabs. Blooms are al­ 
most square In cross-section and are 
further processed Into billets or 
Blahs. Billets ere smaller In their 
ahnost-square cross section and are 
farther processed Into bars and 
small shapes. Slabs are'heavy, flat 
products which are rolled Into strip 
and skelp., 
The rolling mills hear the names 
of the products they nill; that Is, 
blooming mills, billet mills, slab­ 
bing mills, bar mills, pipe mills and 
skelp mills. 
A typical primary rolling mill 
consists of a room for driving mo­ 
tors. horlxontal and vertical rolls, 
manipulators, run-out tables and a 
bu I pit from which the rolling pro­ 
cess Is controlled. 
At Fairless Works, the operating 
jarladlction of the rolling mill di­ 
vision begins with the ingot strip­ 
per. From this unit the Ingots move | 
to the soaking pit furnaces where | 
they are heated to a uniform tem -; 
perature for rolling. 
The new 45-Inch by 90-Inch uni­ 
versal elahblng and blooming mill 
at Fairless Works is equipped with 
a double-armature twin drive total­ 
ing 12,000 horsepower. This mill 
la designed! to roll either blooms or 
ria be. 
The Blahs produced on the 45-, 
Inch mill will be surface-condivkm- 
eded In one of the two scarfing 
docks and then move on to the 80- 
lnch hot strip mill. 
Before entering this mill slabs 
can be reheated In one of four re­ 
cuperative furnaces. The 80-Inch 
mill consists off a vertical edger, a 
acale breaker, a broadside mill, 
four roughing stands of the uni­ 
versal type with a vertical edging 
mill at each stand, a finishing 
acale breaker 
and 
six 
finishing 
stands. With a speed of 2,360 feet 
per minute, this will he the fastest 
wide hot-strip mill in the world. 
Accurate rolling will be assured by 
tbs installation of an x-ray thick­ 
ness gauge located at the exit end 
of No. 6 finishing stand. 
Strip from this mill will he con* 
veyed on a 4tWh»ot'nin-out tattle to 
three rotating - mandrel type coll­ 
are. Coiled material will move to 


the 
hot-strtp 
storage 
room 
for 
further processing. 
Blooms from the 45-Inch mill will 
move by transfer table to a 40-Inch 
by 96 • Inch, high - lift reversing 
blooming mill. Equipped with scarf- 
era, shears and pllsrs where re­ 
quired, this 8,000-horsepower twln- 
drive mill produces skelp slabs and 
blooms 9 Inches square and larger. 
Following the blooming mill Is a 
6-stand, 30-lnch billet line consist­ 
ing of 3 horlxontal and 3 vertical 
stands. 
This will produce skelp, 
slabs, hexagons, rounds and billets 
down to 4*4 inches square. 
Material from the 30-inch mill 
will move to a 4-stand. 21-Inch bil­ 
let mill with 2 horlxontal and 2 
vertical stands, designed to produce 
flat bars, rounds and square billets 
up to 4 inches in site. 
Product from any of the mills In 
the bar and billet line can be shunt­ 
ed by transfer table to a yard for 
shipment 
as 
commercial 
slabs, 
blooms, billets, or skelp. 
For further rolling Into*bars, bil­ 
lets are first conditioned and then 
reheated In a furnace with a ca­ 
pacity of 150 tons an hour. They 
then enter the 10-lnch bar mill. 
This mill consists of 18 stands, IO 
horlxontal and 8 vertical. With a 
scheduled delivery speed of 2000 
feet per minute, this will be the 
fastest bar mill 
In the United 
States. 
It w ill. produce rounds, 
squares, hexagons, angles, channels 
and flats. Tees and other special 
sections will not be rolled on this 
mill. 
A roll shop and a maintenance 
department for the rolling mill di­ 
vision will he provided.
